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As educators, we work each day/or the present and 
future well-being of our^ students. We have become aware, 
however, that some of oCTr* best efforts can be'i/tfdercut by 
the existence of sex-roJe stereotyping ^n the classroom 6y 
making assumptions about the abilities, interests, and 
futures of boys and girls solely on the basis of sex, we 
hamper our efforts to promote our students' welfare. 

Ill place of the'^ragid assumptions about each sex 
which stereotypes perpetuate, there'^ a growing awar'eness . 
that children should be encouraged to explore a wide range 
of behaviors and ^als so that as adults they wfl| possess a 
healthy variety of ahifities and interests. Girls who are not 
expected to achieve m mathematics, or boys for whom ex; 
cellence ip/cience is demanded as a matter of course, may 
mternatize thesfe expectations uncritically an^ail to identi- 
fy anif-5ievelop their own unique abilities. When vocational ' 
education programs are structi^red so that girls are dis- 
couraged from learning to fix a car, or boys are told they 
need rrever learn to sew, these students are growing up vyith 
/pnly a portion of ^he skills required for survival. They will 
always be dependent on some other pe«on to perform the 
routine tasks of their daily lives. , ^ 

We arfe also finding that limitationson the emotional 
expression of children can have equally serious cpnse- — ^ 
quences. When, lo^our classrooms, we discourage a boy's 
demonstration' of affection or a giri;s demonstration of 
assertiveness. we cl4 these children off from a means of ^ 
expressing some of their most significant feeiingi. What will 
\hat boy do wken he <ie?ply loves? How will that girl behave 
when she has been treated unfairly? Children need to be m 
touch with a wide repertoire of feelings In order to experi- 
ence themselves as complete persons. 

As the awareness of the limiting consequences of sex- 
role stereotypes has grown among educators, we have 
begun to examine our own attitudes and our school envi- 
ronrnents, and to seek resources to create ap educational 
setting where each student is encouraged to develop his or 
her full potential.
